THE first picture of a tragic 
motorcyclist, killed when his 
bike smashed into railings, 
has been released. 

Thomas Oakes, aged 19, 
died when the blue Yamaha 
bike he was riding hit metal 
railings at the junction of 
Amber Way and Coombs 
Road in Halesowen on Sat¬ 
urday at about 6.50pm. 

Devastated relatives of 
the Halesowen teenager 
have not commented follow¬ 
ing his death. 

Meanwhile, friends of the 
teenager have flooded social 
media websites with trib¬ 
utes. Nellie Povey wrote: 
“He was one of the nicest 
young men I knew, and I’m 
honoured to have had him as 
a good friend.” 

Alex Dudley wrote: “Very 
proud to have called Tom a 
friend. R.I.P bro.” He added: 
“It makes you realise how 
short life can be.” Sergeant 
Neil Higgins said: “It 
doesn’t appear any other 
vehicles were involved or 
that anyone else was injured 
in the collision.” 

Canal work 
deadline set

£997,000 of European 
funding for the scheme will 
be successful.

from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund.

VANDALS have attacked a pension¬ 
ers’ day centre in Halesowen - making 
it the second raid to take place at the 
site within a week. 

Around £3,000 worth of damage has been caused at 
the Age Concern Day Centre in the latest raid. 

Yobs ripped off locks to 
steal a power washer and 
battery chargers for the 
centre’s minibus, which is 
used to transport pensioners 
around. They also managed 
to force their way into the 
vehicle to turn on the radio, 
which drained the battery. 

It is hoped the minibus 
will be back on the road 
soon. Volunteers have called 
in help from a nearby 
garage. 

It is the second time in 
around seven days that the 
centre, in Green Lane, has 
been targeted. Intruders 
burst into the centre itself, 
which serves meals for 40 
pensioners aged from 65 to 
100 each day, last Monday, 
stealing cash, raffle prizes 
and causing £6,000 of 
damage. 

Food bought to cook meals 
was also taken from fridges 
and freezers by thieves who 
then urinated on anything 
they could not carry. 

Centre director and Hale¬ 
sowen Councillor Ken Turn¬ 
er described their actions as 
‘sickening’ and vowed to 
tighten security further. 

New alarm and CCTV 
systems were installed at the 
centre, which re-opened last 
Thursday after being shut 
for three days. 

The latest attack hap¬ 
pened sometime between 
Friday evening and yester¬ 
day morning when volun¬ 
teers arrived to open up. 

Vandals also damaged 
wheelchairs stored in the 
sheds. “This is sickening to 
happen again for the second 
time in a few days,” said 
Councillor Turner. 


Bins swap 
chance to 
be offered 


RESIDENTS in Dudley will 
be able to ask for smaller 
wheelie bins for their house¬ 
hold rubbish if they don’t 
have enough to fill a stan¬ 
dard one, under new rules. 

Around 40,000 homes 
across the borough are being 
given a grey 180-litre 
wheelie bin for their non- 
recyclable waste - which is 
expected to hold the equiva¬ 
lent of three black bags. 

But residents who have 
less rubbish can swap their 
bin for a smaller 140-litre 
one. Part of the council 
website says: “If once the bin 
has been delivered, resi¬ 
dents feel the bin is too 
large, there will be an option 
to request it to be changed 
for a smaller 140L bin. 

“Before arranging a ‘bin- 
swap’, residents should con¬ 
sider the extra waste which 
they’re likely to produce at 
certain times of the year 
such as Christmas.” 

It is the first phase of a 
wider project which will see 
bins rolled out to all 128,000 
homes in the borough before 
spring next year. House¬ 
holds in some areas of 
Quarry Bank, Netherton, 
Coseley and Halesowen have 
been among the first to 
receive their bins.

More than 40 jobs go 

in Challinors collapse 


FORTY-SIX redundancies have been made 
after West Midland law firm Challinors went 
into administration, it has emerged. 

The firm, which had offices in Halesowen, West 
Bromwich and Wolverhampton, had debts totalling 
about £11.4million. 

Some of the company’s 200 strong staff across its seven 
sites have found jobs with other law firms which have taken 
on some of Challinors business. 


Birmingham firm Clarke 
Willmott has bought some of 
the private client and com¬ 
mercial litigation teams. 

Stephen Rosser, chief 
executive at Clarke Will¬ 
mott, said: “Growing our 
Birmingham offering is part 
of our three-year strategy. 
Our main priority is to 
ensure a seamless transition 
for Challinors’ clients and 
we will be working with the 
administrators and Challi¬ 
nors’ partners in order to 
achieve this.” 

Another Birmingham 
firm Shoosmiths has also 
taken a large part of the 
Challinors’ operations. 

Tightening 

Partner and head of 
private client Richard Follis 
said: “This is an important 
and very experienced team, 
and their joining demon¬ 
strates Shoosmiths’ com¬ 
mitment to this challenging 
and highly specialist field of 
work.” 

Administrators said a 
tightening of financial regu¬ 
lations in the legal industry, 
as well as the reduction in 
government funding, had 
left the company with debts 
of about £11.4 million. 

Joint Administrator 
Andrew Hosking said: “A 
number of staff have joined 
those two firms.” 

He said it was possible 
that the Halesowen office, 
Hyefield House in Hagley 
Road, might be sold to 
another local firm, but it was 
unlikely that buyers for the 
other offices would be found.

work has already been sold 
to Liverpool firm SGI Legal 
for an undisclosed sum. 

Mr Hosking said that the 
Solicitors’ Regulation 
Authority had been very 
supportive of the partners in 
recent weeks and Challinors 
had engaged a number of 
consultants leading up to 
going into administration. 

“We have been very 
pleased by the efforts to 
date,” he said. “The part¬ 
ners have been very good 
and the authority has been 
wonderful and given a great 
deal of assistance. 

“Challinors, like other 
firms in the legal profession, 
has faced a tightening of 
financial regulations.In the 
economic downturn they 
have also faced a situation 
where their revenues have 
been capped or reduced in 
areas like legal aid,” he said. 

Challinors, which has 12 
partners, owes money to 
about 250 creditors includ¬ 
ing almost £500,000 to Her 
Majesty’s Revenue & 
Customs. It was set up as 
Challinor & Roberts in 1948, 
then merged with West 
Bromwich firm Lyon Clark 
in 1996 to form Challinors 
Lyon Clark. They later 
acquired Halesowen firm 
White & Billingham in 2009. 

Challinors, which was 
ranked as one of the top legal 
firms in the West Midlands, 
acquired Wolverhampton 
private law practice Shel- 
tons Solicitors in July 2009.

AN INMATE serving an 
eight-year jail term for an 
armed robbery in the West 
Midlands, who escaped from 
prison by scaling a fence, has 
been locked up for an extra 
six months. 

Daljeet Dhadwal, of Kid¬ 
derminster Road, Stour¬ 
bridge, was sentenced in 
January 2011 after terroris¬ 
ing a couple and their three 
children when he burst into 
their home in Handsworth, 
Birmingham.

Nuisance 
bikes will 
be seized, 
say police 

POLICE will seize scram¬ 
bler and mini moto-type 
bikes in a new crackdown 
following complaints about 
riders tearing around a 
disused quarry in Kinver. 

Residents living near the 
site off Gibbet Lane have 
reported problems with 
riders causing a nuisance in 
the area. 

Officers from Stafford¬ 
shire Police said in recent 
weeks people had been 
accessing the quarry site to 
ride the bikes. On one occa¬ 
sion police turned several 
men away from the site who 
were all in possession of off¬ 
road bikes and mopeds 
looking to ride around. 

They were warned, if they 
were caught again in 12 
months, their vehicles 
would be confiscated. 

They are increasing 
patrols at the site over the 
coming weeks and will be 
stopping people driving or 
riding in an inconsiderate or 
careless manner. 

Ch Insp Donna Gibbs, 
from South Staffordshire 
local policing team, said: 
“The warmer weather and 
longer days are often accom¬ 
panied by a rise in reports 
about vehicle-related anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Staffordshire county and 
Kinver parish councillor 
Brian Edwards said he wel¬ 
comed the crackdown. 

“It has been problem 
there for many years. I’m 
pleased that police are doing 
patrols there because it does 
cause a lot of noise nuissance 
for residents,” he added. 

Park revamp 
cash on way 

THOUSANDS of pounds 
will be spent on revamping a 
park in Wordsley with com¬ 
munity volunteers prepar¬ 
ing to unveil plans for their 
new attraction.

A NEW artist’s impression of a 
resource and maths centre which is 
being built as part of the multi-million 
pound redevelopment of Dudley 
College has been unveiled. 

The picture was released as bosses 
revealed work on the scheme has been 
brought forward. Education chiefs say 
there has been a higher than expected 
uptake of courses following the success 
of its new sixth form centre Dudley 
Sixth, which opened in September. 

More than 1,000 students have ap¬ 
plied for a place at the centre, off Ed- 
nam Road, this year bringing it to 
capacity level.

Metal thief targeted the

A METAL thief who stole dozens of cages, 
drain covers and even the gates of a cancer 
charity has avoided a jail sentence.

Cancer Care. 

His two-month crime 
spree was brought to an end 
when police received infor¬ 
mation about a suspicious 
vehicle shortly before 3am 
on March 7. 

Mr Nicholas Burn, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “A blue Nissan 
van belonging to Mr 
Reynolds had cages belong¬ 
ing to Tesco to the value of 
£300. 

“The defendant would 
use his vehicle to go to 
various establishments and 
load it up with cages and 
covers and sell them on to 
scrapyards.” 

Addiction 

The court heard Reynolds 
had acquired 49 metal 
cages, 12 drainage covers 
and two gates over the three 
months, to the value of 
£6,500. 

Mr Andrew Baker, 
defending, said he had 
stolen the items to fund his 
heroin addiction. 

Reynolds, aged 29, of 
Beaubrook Gardens, Words¬ 
ley, pleaded guilty at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court to

five counts of theft by 
finding between January 26 
and March 7. 

In March, at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrate Court, he was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 weeks in prison, 
suspended for 12 months. 

Judge Martin Walsh said: 
“You have got a drug 
problem and that is the cat¬ 
alyst for your behaviour. 

“These offences were dis¬ 
honest and caused a consid¬ 
erable inconvenience over a 
period of time. 

“You thoroughly deserve 
to go into custody. I am not 
optimistic but I am prepared 
to give you a chance. 

“If you do not take this 
chance you are going to 
prison.” 

Reynolds was handed a 
12-month prison sentence 
suspended for two years and 
made the subject of a 12- 
month drug rehabilitation 
requirement. 

He was also ordered to pay 
a victim surcharge of £100 
and will be under curfew 
from 9pm to 6am for four 
months.

Expert in plea to bee 
careful for the future 


APPLES, oranges and pears would vanish from the 
shelves of the supermarkets. Owls and hawks would 
become extinct. A shortage of clover in farm fields would 
send meat and dairy prices through the roof. 

These are just some of the problems envisaged by Stourbridge 
bee expert John Harding, who paints a bleak picture of life a gen¬ 
eration from now, should the honeybee continue to decline at its 


present rate. 

“Well over 100 products would 
disappear off the Sainsbury’s shel¬ 
ves straight away,” said Mr 
Harding. 

“There will be a mass shortage of 
pollinated food, you would lose all 
the top fruits like apples and 
oranges right away, but you would 
also lose all the small mammals 
which feed the birds of prey.” 

Survive 

These are not good times for the 
honeybee. A recent survey by the 
British Beekeepers Association 
(BBKA) reported that a third of hon¬ 
eybee colonies did not survive the 
winter, and the number of bee 
colonies lost across England has 
more than doubled since 2012 - 
from 16 per cent to 34 per cent this 
year. This is the worst set of results 
since the BBKA started its annual 
survey of members six years ago. 

But if the scenario outlined by Mr 
Harding sounds a long way in the 
future, we are already feeling the 
consequences of the decline of the 
honeybee at the moment. At the 
moment, the fall in honeybee 
numbers is estimated to be costing 
UK farmers £200 million a year, the 
loss of which will inevitably be 
assed on to the consumer through 
igher food prices.

So what - or who - is responsible 
for the plight of the honeybee? It is 
generally agreed that the varroa 
mite, which arrived in the UK in 
1992, has had a devastating contri¬ 
bution. Not only does the parasite 
suck blood from the bodies of honey¬ 
bee larvae, pupae and adult bees, it 
has also been blamed for the spread 
of numerous diseases. 

More controversially, a group of 
agricultural pesticides, known as 
neonicotinoids, have also been 
blamed for bee losses. 

But Mr Harding - a beekeeper for 
the last 33 years - said the real cul¬ 
prits are people like him. Beekeep¬ 
ers. He added that the downfall of 
the honeybee began many thou¬ 
sands of years ago, when man first 
discovered honey. “Man took bees 
away from their survival needs and 
honeybees started dying,” he said. 

He argued that when man first 
discovered honey, the bees were 
living high above the ground, in 
places that were difficult for man to 

Mr Harding’s findings are the 
result of 16 years’ work. Now a 63- 
year-old grandfather, he retired 
from commercial beekeeping in 
1997 to devote all his time to his 
research.

Students celebrate a bumper 
crop of borough GCSE marks 


STUDENTS and teachers in Dudley were cel¬ 
ebrating achieving another bumper crop of 
GCSE results across the borough. 

Nervous pupils rushed to schools and colleges last 
Thursday, ready to open their envelopes after weeks 
of tension following the end of their exams. 

But there were concerns from some schools that altered 
grade boundaries had impacted on results and could risk 
students’ chances of securing their favoured college places. 


Among the schools which 
saw an upwards trend in A* 
to C results was Bishop 
Milner Catholic School, in 
Dudley, which achieved 74 
per cent, up from 70 per cent 
last year, Kingswinford 
Academy which achieved 72 
per cent, up from 70 per 
cent, and the Summerhill 
School, Kingswinford, 
which recorded 78 per cent 
up from 75 per cent. 

Staff at The Dormston 
School, in Sedgley, which 
had recently been classed at 
inadequate by Ofsted 
inspectors, were pleased 
with an increase in the pass 
rates to 55 per cent, up from 
36 per cent last year. 

At Holly Hall Academy, in 
Dudley, staff declared their 
pride at results despite 
fierce concerns over grade 
boundaries that they say 
had resulted in 28 students 
missing out on a grade C in 
English. 

Overall the school 
achieved 39 per cent grade 
A* to C including English 
and maths. But principal 
Graham Lloyd said a deci-

sion by the education chiefs 
not to tell the school what 
pupils had to score to achieve 
top grades has ‘screwed with 
their lives and futures’. 

“I think that what they 
have done is nothing short of 
disgraceful,” he said. “It is 
playing politics with chil¬ 
drens’ futures. Students at 
Old Swinford Hospital were 
jumping for joy after produc¬ 
ing some outstanding 
results, in particular three 
students who were awarded 
eight grade A*. 

The percentage of results 
awarded at A* to C grades in 
five or more subject includ¬ 
ing English and Maths was 
71 per cent. George Had- 
field, from Belbroughton, 
and Blake Lewis from Stour¬ 
bridge both achieved eight 
grade A* and two grade A, 
while Sam Russell from 
Kinver achieved 6 grade A* 
and 3 grade A. 

A record breaking set of 
GCSE results were announ¬ 
ced by Ellowes Hall Sports 
College, in Lower Gornal.

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READ this and weep. The 
disused Round Oak pub in 
Brierley Hill is a disgrace. 

A building of some architec¬ 
tural merit due to its interesting 
Art Deco features, it now lies 
derelict and has become a 
target for arsonists since it 
closed more than 20 years ago. 

Businessman Jon Thomp¬ 
son wants to spend £200,000 
renovating this building so he 
can operate a home furnishing 
shop from the site, but says his 
plans are being thwarted by the 
‘impossible’ demands by 
council officials. 

Charging points for electric 
cars and parking for motorcy¬ 
cles, not to mention showers 
and a changing room for 
people wanting to cycle to 
work, are among the wackier 
requests the council has made. 

Mr Thompson has now been 
told that a decision should be 
made this week, so hopefully 
the matter will finally be put to 
bed. 

But suppose Mr Thompson 
went along with all this non¬ 
sense. Are we to expect 
hoardes of motorcyclists 
zipping through the streets of 
the Black Country with flat 
pack furniture strapped onto 
their backs? Probably not. Will 
there be a stampede of folk 
wanting to charge their electric 
cars while they browse the 
range of occasional chairs? 

The explanation given by 
Councillor Miss Judy Foster, 
who I had always considered to 
be a thoroughly good egg, is as 
depressing as it is familiar. 

Maintain 

“With regard to the electric 
car charging points and 
shower facilities for staff 
cycling to work, this is part of 
our ongoing work to promote 
more sustainable ways to 
travel to work,” she says. 

Of course it is. That sentence 
just sums up what is so wrong 
with local government today. 

The role of the local council is 
not to influence how we get to 
work. It is not to tell us what we 
should eat. The role of the 
council is to maintain the 
roads, keep our streets tidy, 
and to empty the bins. Without 
nosing around to check we 
aren't putting the wrong sort of 
rubbish in them. 

And when a business plans 
to spend £200,000 renovating 
an eyesore property, smarten¬ 
ing up an important approach 
to a struggling town centre, 
and creating 10 jobs, the 
council should be rolling out 
the red carpet, not dishing out 
lectures on 'sustainable trans¬ 
port to work'.

Magician who aims 
to make his Mark

A present at the age of seven 
started Mark’s passion for 
magic, as he explains to 

CHARLOTTE LILLEY 


IT started with a Paul Daniels 
magic set at the age of seven 
and now 23 years later, Mark 
Willis is performing his own 
tricks as a part-time magician. 

The 30-year-old estate agent from 
Dudley has been a fan of magic ever 
since his grandfather introduced him 
to it as a child. 

Since then he has performed to hun¬ 
dreds of people at weddings and parties 
across the region. He says: “My grandfa¬ 
ther gave me the magic set as a present 
and from that moment on I was hooked. 

“As a child I would put on shows for my 
all family and friends and I used to love 
seeing their reaction. I enjoy performing, 
and entertaining people and making them 
laugh, even if it’s at my own expense. 

Amazed 

“These days I rarely go anywhere 
without a deck of cards. I perform at wed¬ 
dings, birthdays, clubs and private parties 
and it is great to see people look amazed 
and hear them say ‘how does he do that?”’ 

Mr Willis, who works for Connells 
Estate Agents in Wolverhampton, juggles 
his performances around work and often 
practises on his friends and colleagues. 

“My boss is a big fan of magic and when¬ 
ever we have a work party, he asks me to 
bring some of my equipment along to 
entertain people,” he says. 

“There isn’t an age limit on magic and I 
think it is becoming more and more 
popular, especially with people like TV 
magician of the moment, Dynamo, putting 


it back in the spotlight. Sometimes I 
even get people ask me to perform some 
of his tricks and walk through walls or 
levitate. 

“I tend to look up to magicians such 
as Houdini and Dai Vernon, who were 
able to captivate people’s imaginations 
with their tricks. 

“I read a lot of their material to get 
some ideas and I try to include some of 
their skills in my act. ” 

Unlike Paul Daniels, you won’t find 
any bunny rabbits hopping out of hats 
or a glamorous assistant resembling 
the lovely Debbie McGee, being sawed 
in half in Mr Willis’ act. 

Magic Mark, as he goes by when he is 


performing, prefers to show off his 
tricks up close in front of people. 

“I like tricks where you make some¬ 
thing change hands or places. It really 
baffles people when they see it happen 
right before their eyes and they 
instantly want to know how it is done,” 
he says, “but of course a good magician 
never reveals his tricks. 

“My girlfriend would never put 
herself forward to be my assistant and 
she definitely wouldn’t let me attempt 
to saw her in half. She is very support¬ 
ive of me and she much prefers to take 
a back seat and watch rather than take 
part.” 

Mr Willis spends time working on 


new tricks after work and during the 
weekends and says he wouldn’t rule out 
a performance on Penn and Teller’s hit 
TV show Fool Us. 

The ITV magic show challenges magi¬ 
cians to perform in front of the American 
duo and if they can fool them with one of 
their tricks, they win a five-star trip to 
Las Vegas to perform as their opening 
act. 

“I have considered going on Penn and 
Teller to see if I could fool them, although 
it looks really difficult because they are 
just so good at what they do,” says Mr 
Willis. 

“At the minute I am working on a new 
trick and I have a feeling it might puzzle 
them if I ever got the chance to perform 
it in front of them.” 

But even the greatest of magicians can 
sometimes get it wrong and Mr Willis 
admits he is no exception. 

He says: “Sometimes you might 
perform a trick to a group of people and 
it does not go as well as you had hoped. 

Mistakes 

“People might see or realise how you 
did something but like anything in life, 
you learn from your mistakes, have a 
little laugh at yourself and move on and 
later you can figure out ways to 
improve.” 

So what’s next in his box of tricks? Can 
we ever expect see him on a world stage 
performing his mind-bending tricks to 
thousands? 

He says: “If I ever had the opportunity 
to become a full-time magician and if I 
could afford it, then I would take it. 

“However, I enjoy performing at wed¬ 
dings and parties and I enjoy my job as an 
estate agent. I am lucky that my family 
and friends are so supportive of me and I 
am thankful that they let me practise my 
tricks on them.”

Bravery award for dog after fall

A PUPPY which fell 20ft from the 
balcony of a block of flats, is being cared 
for by members of a welfare charity in 
Halesowen, following his star showing 
at a fundraising dog show. 

Young Noah the Staffordshire bull 
terrier is now being wheeled around in 
his own makeshift buggy after being 
left unable to walk following the 
ordeal. 

He has so far endured two opera¬ 
tions to plate and pin his broken hind 
leg which have cost Black Country 
animal charity Wild Acres around 
£1,800 in vet bills. But the loveable pup 
was one of the stars of an annual fun 
dog show held in Great Barr - even 


scooping an award for his bravery. Hun¬ 
dreds of dogs of all shapes and sizes 
lined up for the Paws in the Park event 
at Red House Park organised by the 
park’s friends group and dogs charity 
K9 Search UK. But it was the tale of 
Noah’s battle back to health that pulled 
at the heartstrings of judges who 
named him best rescue dog at the show. 

Wild Acres volunteer Lynda Jen¬ 
nings, aged 36, said Noah had been dis¬ 
covered lying on the floor outside a 
tower block in Perry Barr, Birming¬ 
ham, by passing ambulance para¬ 
medics four weeks ago. 

The puppy, thought to be around 
eight months old, was taken to Manor 


Vets, in Halesowen, to be cared for by 
staff. He had snapped the fibula bone in 
his back right leg and vets faced the 
agonising decision whether to put him 
down. 

But the vets practice works with 
Wild Acres to rehome pets and when 
the volunteers heard about Noah’s 
predicament they helped stump up the 
cash to pay for the operations. 

He has been living with Lynda at her 
home in Halesowen while he recuper¬ 
ates but even she says he faces an 
uncertain future. “He has a lovely tem¬ 
perament and he is a fantastic dog who 
just wants to kiss you all the time,” said 
the mother of two.

PLANS to turn historic tunnels 
into a museum are only the first 
phase of a much bigger 
scheme to transform the site 
into a major tourist hub, it has 
been revealed. 

Quercus Ilex SA, which owns 
Drakelow Tunnels between Kinver 
and Wolverley, has submitted pro¬ 
posals for the museum to Wyre 
Forest District Council. 

But an agent for the company today 
said the scheme was only intended to be 
‘phase one’ of planned improvements for 
the site. 

Owners also plan to create a nature 
walk giving greater access to a listed 
monument and views over the escarp¬ 
ment where the tunnels are built. 

Houses 

The Baxter Monument is an obelisk 
built in the mid-19th century by William 
Hancock in honour of 17th century 
preacher Richard Baxter. 

There are also plans to eventually 
restore a series of rock houses at the site 
which are close to the tunnel entrances. 
Two groups of houses are on the site - 
nine to the east on two levels which are 
almost intact along with some shallow 
overgrown cave houses which extend 
down the hillside to the west. 

Agent for the owners Sarah Gauntlett 
Shea said the aim was to get the museum 
set up and generating money before 
embarking on other improvements. 

“The museum represents phase one of 
what my client hopes to do with this his¬ 
torically very important site,” she said. 

“Eventually it is hoped work will take 
place at the rock houses as well to restore 
them.Obviously all of the plans are still 
in their early stages at the moment.” 

The tunnels were excavated during the 
Second World War and used to manufac¬ 
ture machinery to be used in the conflict.

Anson aircraft making 
a return to Halfpenny 


IN 1935 the famous Avro 
Aircraft company flew the 
prototype of a two-seat 
bomber it called the 
Anson. 

Amazingly they went on to 
make around 11,000 of them, 
and it was still in RAF service in 
1968, and the airfield with the 
longest association with the Avro 
Anson was Halfpenny Green. 

The Anson had a short career 
as a bomber and was then 
pressed into service as a trainer 
and a light transport. 

RAF Halfpenny Green was 
opened in 1941 and housed No.3 
Air Observer (Navigators) 
School, which was very soon 
equipped with 66 Avro Ansons, 
which were one of the most 
common sights in the skies 
around the Black Country. 

The Station closed at the end

of the War, but it was reopened as 
a training base in 1950 at the 
start of the Korean War, and the 
Ansons returned. 

In 1953 it closed once again, 
but Halfpenny Green had not 
seen the last of the Avro Anson. 

The airfield reopened for civil 
flying in 1961, and in 1963 the 
Halfpenny Green Air Scouts 
moved into one of the old RAF 
huts. 

Proudly 

They soon acquired an Avro 
Anson, as a training aid, and they 
proudly looked after it for many 
years, and in January 1969 it was 
joined by several more. 

The Anson was finally retired 
as a light transport by the RAF in 
1968, and a local company called 
Tipper Air Transport acquired 


eight of them, in the hope of 
selling them on to the civil 
market. 

They were parked at Half¬ 
penny Green for some time 
awaiting a buyer. 

Sadly a buyer never appeared 
and the Ansons went for scrap, 
and soon afterwards the Air 
Scouts lost theirs, donating it to 
the Midland Air Museum, after it 
suffered vandalism. 

Now an Anson is returning to 
Halfpenny Green, or at least the 
cockpit of one. 

One of the features of the 
Autumn Wings & Wheels Fly-in 
on September 1 will be Cock- 
pitsWest 2013, when private col¬ 
lectors bring along their aircraft 
cockpits for people to enjoy. 

One of them will be an Avro 
Anson, returning a famous air¬ 
craft to one of its most famous 
bases.

A YOUTH hub which was 
damaged during an arson attack 
at a Dudley charity will have to be 
demolished, devastated bosses 
have said.

Security

the extent of the damage, the building will 
have to be knocked down. 

“We are carrying on with our youth provi¬ 
sion using different rooms. We are still 
looking for anyone who can help with secu¬ 
rity.” 

The youth building had housed new 
equipment and table tennis tables for 
teenagers to use during weekly events. 

Insurance assessors will analyse the 
damage. It is thought to have been caused 
after vandals broke in through a window. 

Steve Waltho, chairman of the board of 
trustees at St Thomas’ Network, said the 
charity group provided ‘a lifeline’ for people 
who were living in what is one of the Dudley 
borough’s most deprived areas. 

Mr Waltho said he hoped Dudley Council 
might be able to offer advice and support 
over what the organisation can do to aid its 
youth operation in the meantime.

Dramatic start for pair

A DRAMATIC duo from the Black 
Country are making their mark in 
the world of performing arts by 
setting up their own theatre 
company. 

Will Phipps and Rachel Coleman from 
Dudley recently graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Wolverhampton after studying for a

formance industry 
degree. Rather than take 
up the regular nine-to- 
five routine the pair 
decided to make it on 
their own by setting up 
Funtime Theatre. 

Their small business 
puts on plays at care 
homes and childcare 
centres in the region. 
Having both known each 
other from their time at 
High Areal School in 
Sedgley the duo say they 
have developed a strong 
working relationship. 

Rachel said: “Theatre is 
something we are both 
really into and we thought 
we should turn it into a 


business and give it a go. 
The response has been great in the area and 
we have already done around 20 shows at 
care homes since starting earlier this year.” 

The pair, both aged 23, are currently 
doing sessions at the Wacky Warehouse and 
at the One and Two Halves Pub on the 
Wolverhampton Road in Oldbury. 

She added: “It’s been really good so far, 
the children really enjoy the shows.” 

Their unique business also works with 
social groups and clubs offering specially 
tailored shows including everything from 
light entertainment to educational shows.

RESIDENTS vowed to fight for 
improved play facilities for their 
children on their Black Country 
estate as they formed an action 
group to lobby for new develop¬ 
ments. 

People living on the former Word- 
sley Hospital site are calling for 
improvements to the housing estate 
despite many families only starting 
to move in five years ago.

PLANS for the final phase of a 
£2 million sports and housing 
scheme in Halesowen, which 
includes a new playing field and 
learning centre, have been lodged. 

Developer St Modwen has completed 
work on a new pavilion for Coombs 
Wood Cricket Club and is putting the 
finishing touches to new homes in 
Coombs Road. 

Now it wants to begin work on the 
third stage of the project which will 
include a new grass sports pitch, multi-

use games area and an outdoor classroom 
at Olive Hill Primary School. Bosses say 
the scheme will provide ‘much needed 
play and recreational and learning facili¬ 
ties’ for the pupils. 

Lessons 

The sports pitch will measure 177ft by 
88ft and there also be a hard-surfaced 
games area. 

An early years learning centre will be 
created which will also have a climbing 
frame area. 


The ‘forest school’ will allow pupils to 
have lessons outside and learn more 
about the plants and wildlife on the 
nearby Coombeswood Green Wedge. 

This outdoor area and the sports 
pitches could be made available for use by 
visiting schools or local clubs. 

The developer’s planning application 
says: “The proposals are for new outdoor 
playing and learning facilities for the 
school. 

“The school has recently increased in 
size following the amalgamation with 
Holt Farm School and has recently con¬ 
structed new extensions to the teaching 


area and as such, the external ‘playing 
area’ is under severe pressure and new 
facilities are urgently needed.” 

Coombs Wood Cricket Club moved into 
its new £lm pavilion earlier this year. 

It was built on a five-acre site off Stew¬ 
arts Road, on the Coombeswood Green 
Wedge, and features meeting rooms, a 
bar, kitchen and changing rooms. 

Meanwhile outside there is a pitch, 
some practice nets and a bowling green. 

The club had outgrown it former club¬ 
house in Coombs Road but was unable to 
invest in the site to update facilities due 
to a short lease. 


MP issues callover 
speed of broadband 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has criticised Government 
plans for superfast broadband, he says will leave large parts 
of Dudley out. Smethwick, West Bromwich, Halesowen, 
Black Heath and Stone Cross are also to miss out on speed 
upgrades under the scheme. 

The project will see the superfast 
broadband delivered to 95 per cent of 
the country. 

Mr Austin has written to Business 
Secretary Vince Cable, urging him to 
ensure that Black Country families 
and businesses are not missed. 

He said: “Constituents got in touch 
with me after being told by broad¬ 
band companies that Dudley 
wouldn’t be seeing superfast broad¬ 
band for years. 

“The Government promised to bring higher speeds to 
95 per cent of the country, and local businesses need to be 
able to operate at the same speed as those elsewhere, but 
they’re not going to hit that target here in the Black 
Country.”

Club site homes under way 


WORK has started to build 
four homes on a former war 
memorial club site in Stour¬ 
bridge - bringing to an end 
years of campaigning by resi¬ 
dents to get the land reused. 

The long-disused Stourbridge War 
Memorial Club building was demol¬ 
ished in May and plans for the new 
houses approved. 

And construction has now started at 
the site, in Amblecote High Street, 
with the new buildings already start¬ 
ing to take shape. 

The project is being carried out by 


Smethwick firm Bains Builders Ltd. 
Residents have called for the site to be 
redeveloped since the war memorial 
club closed in 2002. 

It quickly became a magnet for van¬ 
dalism and anti-social behaviour suf¬ 
fering fire damage and becoming 
dilapidated through disuse. 

Councillor Pat Martin, said: “I think 
this development is the best possible 
use for this site as it will not add too 
much traffic to what is already a very 
busy road. Previous applications have 
been for developments such as enter¬ 
tainment venues which would have 
caused a traffic nightmare.” 


“With this development there will be 
only limited vehicles exiting and enter¬ 
ing the site during the day. It is good to 
see this site finally being developed 
after so long and I believe it will be an 
improvement for the area. 

“The war memorial club building 
was in a terrible condition for a very 
long time and simply did not give the 
right impression of the area. 

“It is a shame the club was lost but 
there was no longer anything which 
could have been done with the build¬ 
ing.” 

Dudley Council approved plans for 
the houses in June.

Runner of 
27 races in 
claims for 
disability 

A BENEFITS cheat claimed he was 
unable to walk more than 15 yards 
without a rest - only to be caught 
on film crossing the finishing line 
of a half marathon. 

When investigators started prob¬ 
ing claimant Noel Sanders they dis¬ 
covered he had run in 27 races in 
three years - all at least 10km 
long - despite claiming he was 
barely able to walk a few yards and 
needed support to help him stand. 

The 55-year-old from Brierley 
Hill, Dudley, told medics he strug¬ 
gled with simple daily tasks such as 
cutting up food, getting up in the 
morning and washing himself. 

He described taking a number of 
prescription drugs to help with 
blood pressure, ease his pain and 
help him with depression. 

But unbeknown to the authori¬ 
ties Sanders had joined a running 
club in the Black Country and was 
going on regular training runs. 
Sanders, who is now unemployed 
but recently worked as an adminis¬ 
tration assistant, had been secre¬ 
tary of Stourbridge Running Club 
for two years. 

In total Sanders claimed £12,290 
in disability living allowance and 
£5,173 in Jobseeker’s Allowance 
between September 19, 2009, and 
January 28 this year. Sanders, of 
High Street, Brockmoor, pleaded 
guilty to two charges of dishonestly 
failing to notify the Department 
for Work and Pensions of a change 
in the circumstance affecting his 
benefit entitlement. 

He was given a 12-week sus¬ 
pended prison sentence for six 
months to run concurrently on 
both charges during a hearing at 
Dudley Magistrates Court. 
Sanders will also be supervised by 
the probation service. He will also 
have to pay £100 court costs.

TRIBUTES have been paid to a war veteran who was awarded medals 
for his part in the D-Day landings in Normandy. James Pound, was in 
the Royal Warwickshire Regiment and was called up during the 
Second World War, becoming one of the first soldiers to land on the 
beaches of Normandy in June 1944. 

His son, also called James, of Cornwall Road, Stourbridge paid tribute to his 
‘honest’ and ‘hard-working’ father, who was given six service medals and was one 
of the founding members of the Normandy Veterans Association in Walsall. 


The father of three, who was diagnosed 
with prostate cancer earlier this year, was 
also the standard bearer for more than 20 
years. 

The 87-year-old, who had lived at Mar¬ 
shall Close and also worked for Aldridge- 
based firm S Jones Containers for 30 
years. 

Around 200 people, including Second 
World War veterans, attended his funeral 
service. 

Mr Pound Jnr, aged 60, said: “In Nor¬ 
mandy, he was shot and wounded on July 
8, 1944 and he was shipped back to 
England. 

“Whilst in hospital he had 100 pieces of 
shrapnel removed from his body but some 
pieces remained in him until he died.” 

Terrible 

Mr Pound, who grew up in Aston, Birm¬ 
ingham, and moved to Aldridge 55 years 
ago, returned to the Armed Forces in 
November 1944 and served in Germany, 
Egypt and Palestine before being dis¬ 
charged in 1947. 

His son added: “My father was one of 
the first to land in Normandy. He used to 
say it was hard and terrible. His mates 
were dying around him. I am proud that 
he fought for this country and it was 
touching to see so many people at his 
funeral. 

“I didn’t realise how much my father 
was liked. He was straightforward and

honest. He was hard working. 

“He always put food on the table for 
us.” 

Mr Pound also leaves behind his daugh¬ 
ter Carol, 50, and son Desmond, 55. 

He became a widower around 20 years 
ago when his wife Doreen died, aged 60.

Heroes tackle walk for charity

Dying man's wishes honoured 


A HEARTBROKEN widow is delivering the 
dying wish of her husband by raising thou¬ 
sands more pounds for charity - with the 
help of dozens of family members who com¬ 
pleted a 21-mile charity walk. 

Laura Halloran organised the walk by 
100 people from The Coach and Horses pub 
in West Bromwich to the Black Boy Hotel in 
Bewdley. 

It followed the death of her husband 
Stefan, who, aged just 29, lost a third battle 
against cancer in May. 

Mr Halloran had beat off the cancer twice 
since a brain tumour was found in his head 
in 2007 - but in April two returned, and 
although one was removed, he died from 
bleeding on the brain. Before he died, he 


raised £14,000 for Brain Tumour UK, and 
on his death bed he asked his wife to con¬ 
tinue the family efforts in giving cash to the 
charity. 

Mrs Halloran met his request and organ¬ 
ised the walk, which included the couple’s 
son Jake, aged three, who walked from West 
Bromwich to Dudley Castle as part of the 
challenge. 

He dressed as Ironman in memory of his 
father, who he nicknamed the hero because 
he would bounce back from the tumours 
found on his brain. 

Mrs Halloran said: “It was a great effort 
by the team - they set off at 8.30am and 
arrived in Bewdley before 8pm, I’m proud 
of them ah.”

Strangers on the sure 
wav to reboot 60 s days 


LIVING the rockstar lifestyle, 
gigging and partying with 
your best friends and hitting 
the road with The Beatles, 
The Rolling Stones and The 
Shadows as your soundtrack. 

But almost 50 years after they 
first took to the stage a group of 
pals from Dudley have reunited to 
celebrate a music milestone and a 
homecoming gig. 

They formed their band The 
Strangers playing to packed out 
crowds at a host of Midlands venues, 
living the life of the swinging sixties. 

Brumbeat was the word on the lips 
of many music aficionados trying to 
break the next big thing after the stun¬ 
ning success of the Fab Four. 

Packing 

But it was the Black Country band 
gigging seven days a week that were 
packing clubs to rival their peers from 
up and down the country. The 
Strangers were among a few to 
impress the club bosses, playing the 
biggest tracks of the time. 

“It was an amazing time. If you 
could remember the sixties you 
weren’t really there,” said former lead 
singer Roy. “We loved it. We’d be 
playing seven nights a week with 
hardly any time to rehearse.” 

Songs like It’s All Over Now by The 
Rolling Stones, Roll Over Beethoven 
by Chuck Berry and She loves You by 
the Beatles were among their impres¬ 
sive repertoire. The Strangers morph¬ 
ed out of two other bands - The Crestas 
and The Marauders in the early 60s. 

Their settled line-up included lead 
guitarist Alan Clee, now aged 68 and 
living in Coseley, drummer Mick 
Aston, 71, from Dudley, 70-year-old 
Roy ‘Dripper’ Kent on vocals, Tony 
Dalloway, 71, from Lower Gornal, on 
rhythm guitar and bassist Jake Elcock,

Back together, in a Ford Mondeo 


69, from Sedgley. Tony said: “There 
was no better feeling than playing in a 
rock ‘n’ roll band in the 60s. Our wives 
might not agree because very often 
they stayed at home with the children, 
but for the lads up on stage it was 
magic.” 

They graced legendary venues of the 
day like the Plazas in Old Hill and 
Handsworth, The Adelphi Ballroom, in 
West Bromwich, and The Ritz at 
King’s Heath. But one of their most 


popular haunts was the Gladstone 
Liberal Club, known as Dudley Jazz 
Club, in New Street, in the town 
centre. Clubs would often pay them 
around £10 to perform and the group 
said they were delighted just to be paid 
to play each night. 

Nights would be spent playing sets 
at pubs finishing off at 10.30pm before 
packing their gear into a van for a late 
gig until until 2am somewhere else. 

“In those days there was so much 
work that everyone had some money,” 
said Alan. Alan, Jake and Roy will take 
to the stage together again with per¬ 
formers from other well known bands 
of the time, including the Montanas, 
this December. They will be joined by a 
special guest on keyboards, Chris 
Groucutt, son of the late Kelly Grou- 
cutt, who was bass player with ELO. 

The show, which also features other 
live acts, takes place on December 7 at 
Brierley Hill Civic Hall. Tickets are 
£12. Call 01384 812812.

A nation tunes in to see 
a new star being born 


Y ou can tell when summer is 
almost over because ITV 
bombard us with ads for 
juggernaut talent search The X Factor. 

Yes, we know it feels like the last 
one only finished a few weeks ago; 
our optic nerves are still recovering 
from the retina-searing fireworks and 
pyrotechnics of the 2012 contest. 

Amazingly that was last December, 
and as the year has zipped by faster 
than Simon Cowell on a jet ski, it’s 
time to face the music once more. 

The last series was plagued by 
stories about falling ratings and Nicole 
Scherzinger’s risque comments, not to 
mention the occasional falling-out 
between the judges, but that’s what 
the show’s always been about. 

Behind the scenes, Cowell is keen 
to ensure the show stays in the 
headlines from now until that pre- 
Christmas finale. 

To be fair, these first few episodes 
are usually TV gold as we witness 
more deluded wannabe acts given 
their shot at the big time, while some 
turns with genuine talent attempt to 
overcome their nerves in the hope of 
winning the nation’s hearts. 


And it’s not always the winners of 
this show who become the biggest 
stars.

Tipton set about seeking 
redress and had a goal disal¬ 
lowed by Henley from a 
corner for pushing on 84 
minutes. 

But it was Rocester who 
almost grabbed the most 
unlikely of victories on 90 
minutes when Pemberton 
needed to be on his toes to 
deny Cooper-Richards a 
winner, producing a great 
block from the angle.

His departure means 
Wolves have succeeded in 
removing another player 
from their wage bill.

Sako are the remaining stars 
whose future remains 
unclear ahead of the end of 
the transfer window. 


I needed more time at wolves, says ex-boss

SACKED boss Dean Saunders broke 
his silence on losing the Wolves job 
after relegation and claimed he 
should have been given more time. 

Saunders, who was axed within 48 
hours of the club’s slide into League 
One, spoke for the first time over the 
weekend about the decision. 

The 49-year-old replaced Stale 
Solbaken in January of this year, but 
he was unable to prevent a second 
successive relegation after winning 
only five of his 20 games in charge. 

Saunders was always a con¬ 
tentious appointment by owner

Steve Morgan after the former Villa 
striker had been relegated with 
Doncaster the year before. 

But he said: “It wasn’t what I 
thought it was going to be. I obvi¬ 
ously have to be careful what I say 
because you have to sign little bits of 
paper to get paid. I’m just disap¬ 
pointed I never really got the chance 
to do what I wanted to do. 

“I went to Wrexham when it was 
in a bit of a mess, it took me two and 


a half years to turn that club around. 
I got them to the top of the league in 
the end, then I went to Doncaster 
and it took me less time, 18 months. 

“It takes time. I went to Wolves 
and I didn’t spend a penny, and I 
lasted three and a half months or 
whatever it was, so I’m disappointed 
about that but I have to just regroup 
and not let it affect my self-belief 
and wait for the next job.” 

Saunders admitted that he was 
hoping to be given the task of 
leading Wolves back to the Champi¬ 
onship - a job subsequently handed 


to Kenny Jackett. He said injuries 
had played a key role in the downfall 
of his team and his regime. 

“We got it going. We won five out 
of six and I know it sounds like I’m 
making a load of excuses, but we got 
a lot of injuries towards the end. 
Bakary Sako, Dave Edwards, David 
Davis and Carl Ikeme,” he added. 

“We ended up not getting enough 
points and as well as that all the 
teams around us kept on winning. 
I’m disappointed with what hap¬ 
pened but I would have liked the 
chance to put it right.”

Jackett no 
pressure 
for sales 

KENNY JACKETT says 
there is no financial neces¬ 
sity for Wolves to sell Kevin 
Doyle or Bakary Sako. 

The duo have been linked 
with moves away from 
Molineux all summer but 
have started the League One 
season impressively. 

Jackett’s response comes 
as Wolves braced themselves 
for a bid for Sako from Not¬ 
tingham Forest. 

In a local newspaper poll, 
in which thousands of fans 
voted, more than 90 per cent 
said they would prefer the 
duo to stay, despite the 
financial burden their wages 
might place on the club. 

Both are among the top 
earners, with Doyle on an 
estimated £40,000 a week, 
while Sako’s weekly wage is 
thought to be in the region of 
£25,000. 

But Jackett is under no 
pressure to get either off the 
wage bill and says the club 
will only sell if another club 
matches Wolves’ valuation. 

“They are both in the 
team and that’s a good 
thing,” he said. “Their per¬ 
formances have been good, 
as have those of the whole 
side. 

“They do attract some 
speculation but really, from 
my point of view, they are 
part of the group. 

“We will see how their 
standard of play continues, 
he added.
